We noticed the other day tbat Senator
2forrox, of Indiana, and the Washington
Republican bad deemed it the part of policy
10 endeavor to show that the civil-rights bill
as it passed the Senater does not demand
mixed schools but schools of - equal
grades for the Lwo races. We showed
at the same lime tbat this interpretation of
the bill wes an after-thought, and that Mr.
Morrox. was necessarily acting the hypo-
crite—not to- eay williul falsifier of known
facts—when be tbus pretended to construe
the langunge of that bill. We quoted from
the ofticial report of the proceedings in the
Senate extracts from speeches made by sev-

* eral senators in which they digtinetly avowed
themeelves to be in favor of mixed schools.
Mr. Prarr, of Indiana, Mr. MorToN's own
collesgue, was one of these gentlemen, and
Mr, Bourwewut, of Massachusetts, was
alother. We could bave quoted a conver-
sitional debate between Mr, Morroy himself
and another seuator, in which the ques-
tion wus repeatedly put to Mr. Mor-
ToN whetber be was in favor .of
mixed schools, and in which he per-
sistently refused to commit himself. It is
worthy ¢f remark, too, that Morton did not
vote for or against any amendment that was
offered, nor for or against the bill itself, He
was always conveniently absent, or silent.
But here is evidence to prove that he knew
how thic Senate understood the bill. Onthe
92d of May Mr. Sargext, of California, Lhe
geuator who tried to get Mr, Morrox to com-
mit himself, offered the following amend-
ment:

“ That nothing berein contained shall be
construed to probibit uny State or school dls-
trict from providing separate schools for
persons of different sex or color where such
sepurute gcbools are equul in all respects to
others of the same grade established by such
authori’y aod supported by an cqual pro
rate expenditure of school funds,”

This was rejected by the Senate. The
vote was 21 to 26. Among the votesin fu-
vor of the amendment were those of seven
Republieans. All the pegative votes were
Republicans, sud were as follows:

A Pecurtar. Case.—The “Peculiar Peo-
ple,”’ as a religious seet in Epgland style
themselves, certainly deserve the name,
This sect, which bad its inception five or six
years a.o, bas thousands of believers, und
has within & year or two given the authori-
ties & good deal of trouble, for it is alleged
they have let their sick die, refusing them
the advantages of the proper medical skill
which would bave prolonged their lives. A
¢1se of more than usual importance was re-
cently beard before the learned justice, Baron
Pireot, at London, when one Thomas Hines,
one of the “Peculiar People,” was tried for
manslauchter in having contribated to the
death of Lis child by neglecting to provide
it with proper food and medicual attendance
during its iliness. The prisoner produced
evidence to show that be had given the child
proper food and npursing; that he was
a believer in the mandates of the Bible,
and that the child bad been treated in exuct
accordance with those maudates, The evi-
dence was clear to the point that all tender-
ness and love and attention were shown the
child, the only thing lacking being medical
wid, which, if it bad bhad, said a physician
who made a post mortem examipation, it
would bave lived. The learned judge, how-
ever, decided that it was no case for a jury;
that by no law of England was the prisoner
bound to call in a physician, and that as he
did what he believed to be best for the good
of tbe child, be must be dischurged. The
decision seems to be o just one, but it is sad
to think that children should perish for the
want of medical aid. Curiously enough, it
is tound to be difficult to controvert the
grounds upon whiel the ¢ Peculiar People
base their action. They find their authority
in the General Epistle of James, cbapter 5,
verses 14 and 15, which run in this wise:
“Js any sick amonz you? let him call on
the Elders of the Church, and let them pray
over him, anointing him with oil in the
name of the Lord; and the prayer of fuith
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise
him up; and if be bave committed sins they
shall be forgiven him,”

Erpemics AND Birps,—An eminent Euro-
pean ornithologist bas just given to the
world the results of his observations con-
cerning the influence of epidemics upon
birds, to which he has devoted the last Lhirty
years of his life. His statements, fortified
by numerous references to facts, are pecu-
liar, and decidedly interesting. The chief
of his conclusions is that birds like the spar-
rows, and swallows, and otbers of various
species, will leave any city that is threatened
with an epidemic—as cholers, for instance—
and return only after the disease shall have
abated. The author himself observed this
in 8t, Petersburgh and in Rigia in 1848, in
West Prussia in 1849, in Hanover in 1850,
and sgain in Galicia in 1872. In every in-
stance the sparrows suddenly disappeared
from the streets, roofs, and trees of Lhe city,
and a few days thereaiter the disease broke
out.
